DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 23-34 and 50-57 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a second deframing unit coupled to the first 
deframing unit, the second deframing unit to cycle through each of the plurality of channels to 
deframe the data signal from a second format, as specified in independent claim 23. 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a second deframing unit coupled to the first 
deframing unit, the second deframing unit to deframe the multiplexed first and second signal 
from a second format, as specified in independent claim 27. 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a second deframing unit coupled to the 
multiplexing unit, the second deframing unit to deframe the multiplexed deframed first signal 
and the second signal from a second format, as specified in independent claim 3 1 . 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a second deframing unit coupled to the 
multiplexing unit, the second deframing unit to deframe the multiplexed third signal and the 
selected first or second signal from a second format, as specified in independent claim 50. 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a second deframing unit coupled to the 
multiplexing unit, the second deframing unit to deframe the multiplexed third signal and the 
selected first or second signal from a second format, as specified in independent claim 54.
